ANOTHER; WHY? 
IT'S A MYSTERY 


Think Waif Sought Burial 
by Other’s Family. 


The pathetic attempt of an aged 


vagabond, moved by a dread of burial 
in the potters’ field, to pose in death as 
another man whose family would pay 
for proper funeral services, was seen 


yesterday as one explanation of a 
mystery which confronted police and 
the coroner. 

The body of a man identified by his 
daughter as James A. Boyce, former 


president of Defiance college in Ohio, 


was cremated last week. The man had 
shot himself in a boarding house at 
53 East 16th street. 

Yesterday, police received word from 
Boyce, who lives in Denver, that he 
was alive and well. Then Coroner 
Wolff was notified by Boyce’s daughter, 
Myrna Boyce, dean of women at Tran- 
sylvania college, Lexington, Ky. that 
she retracted her identification of the 
body. She said she had been too 
overcome with grief to view it properly. 

Coroner Has Explanation. 

But investigators pointed out that 
letters and papers belonging Boyce 
had been found in the d man’s 
room. Why, they inquired, was an 


apparent effort made to pronounce the 


former college president dead? 

Then the theory was advanced by 
the coroner that the dead man was a 
homeless and pennliess waif who some 
how had come 
papers belonging to Boyce. Both Boyce 
and the dead man were crippled, the 


left hand having been severed above 


the wrist. And in other respects they 
bore resemblance to each other, it was 
said. 

Did the dead man so arrange mat- 
ters that he should seem to be Boyce 


and thus be cared for after death? 


The coroner thought it was a plausible 
explanation. 
Had Notified Undertaker. 


But there were other puzzling fea- 
tures in the case. Boyce was in Chi- 
cago a few weeks ago. Knowing him- 
self to be subject to heart disease, he 
said, he notified the Hursen under 
taking agency, 1820 South Michigan 
avenue, of his presence and gave them 
his daughter’s name. 

When the suicide was found, a note 
was discovered directing that the Hur- 
sen company take care of the body. 
The undertaker immediately connected 
Boyce with the dead man and notified 
the daughter. She came here and, al- 
though doubtful, identified the body as 
that of her father after being shown 
letters found in the room. 

Boyce, who is 67 years old, was once 
head of the Arkansas Normal! college 
and of the Chicago Athaeneum or Peo- 
ple’s college. _

St. Petersburg, Fila., Nov. 11.—{Spe- 
cial. ]—This city is a cross section of 
the comfortable “home folks” life of 
the middie west. Its growth during 
the great Florida migration has been 
large and substantial, but it has es- 
caped the feverishness of the east 
coast cities on the other side of the 
winter sunshine peninsula. 

It was discovered, founded and large- 
ly settled by folks from Michigan, In- 
diana, and Iillinois. Forty years or so 
ago Gen. John C. Wiliams of Detroit 
founded the town with the aid of 
Peter Demens, president of the Orange 
Belt railroad, a Russian, whence its 
name. In the last fifteen years north- 
ern people have been coming here in 
increasing numbers. As they went 
back they spread the news about the 
spot they had found, and the next win- 
ter their friends came also. 


AD Strata Represented. 

Retired capitalists and fruit raisers 
and cattlemen and farmers from the 
north and others of moderate incomes 
who can afford a winter below the biiz 
zard line, seem to predominate. Here 
Kansas pitches horseshoes in shirt 
sleeves in January, Michigan bowls on 
the bowling greens, and Indiana plays 
checkers in the shade of the bewhis- 
kered live oaks, while Illinois makes 
carom shots on the roque courts.

Madison, Wis., Nov. 11.—[{Special.} 
~The National Academy of Sciences 
ended its sessions here today with 
discussions of several new scientific | 
discoveries. 

Dr. Arthur 8S. Loevenhart of the 
University of Wisconsin medical school 
told of the discovery of two new com- 
pounds, “ethersonal” and “ propar- 
sonai,”’ which have been used in the 
treatments of forms of neurosis-phyl- 
lis with considerable success and have 
also been successfully used in curing
